London, Sept. 6. 

While the world awaited the ad- 
versarles (0 come to grips on the 
Western Front, Mr. Neville Chom- 
berlain, Myr, Winston Churchill and 
Viscount Gort met at No. 10 Downing 
It 1s understodd that they 
discussed strategic ond tactleal plan 
details. 

Neutral military experts 
viewed expressed approval ‘the 
Pollsh Army's slow retreat while 
fighting: to place the line of defence, 
but questioned the wisdom of the 
Polish cavalry’s costly forays, 

The British and French are expect- 
ed to intensify the alr ralds on mill- 
tary objectives and nnval attacks on 
German vessels. 

Britain has received encouragement 
fram three important quarters—the 
Dominions, Arabs and Jews. The 
Daminions’ support promises to 
exceed that of the last war both in 
speed und scope. In under two 
years Australia then put five divisions 
in the field, Canada four and New 
Zealand one, The Dominions’ man- 
power is likely te be available much 
sooner this time, although in des- 
patching expeditionary foxes to 
Europe the unsettled Far Eastern 
situation must be considered. Bee 
sides immediate aid, the Dominions 
assure Immense supplies of reserve 
food and metals Nke tilekel, slum- 
injum, copper.and tungsten.—Untted

Firms and individuals should 
refuse to-act as intermediaries 
or agents for the receipt and 
transmission of postal corres- 
pondence on behalf of persons 
in places abroad.

Paris seemed 
asleep. Subconsclously every -one 
was wailing for the storm to break, 
but, on it happens In moments of 
Rreat crisis, time seemed to be atand-| 
ing still, while the gods pondered: 
over the fate of man as they welghed 
it In the bulance. 

The best sign was that there was 
no hint of Paris belng cut off from 
the const. The Germans had occu- 
pled Amiens, but they had not reached 
the Slene. What they were doing we 
could not understand. Then came 
the oficial news that) they were 
moving awny from Paris, and at Inst 
it dawned on us that the assault for 
which we had been waiting in dread 
was not going to tuke place, Then 
came rumours of the fighting. The 
greengrocer and the milkman had it 
that a big battle was going on near 
Meaux, only 15 miles away. The 
fort at Claye had fired its — guns. 
The Germons hod built) a bridge 
across the Marne; it iad been des- 
troyed by gunfire, und hundreds of 
them had been drowned. Things 
were going well, so they xsid. Then 
another report passed from mouth to 
mouth, All the taxicabs, ft was 
wid, had been taken to rush troops 
to the front—requisitioned in the 
strect—the police had done it 
order from Gallteni’s head 
It was true; not n taxi 
found. Things were evidently getting 
hot out there. 

THE BATTLE WON 


Next morning the writer and an- 
other British journalist obtained a 
pass to go from Parls to Dijon by 
car. We had no Intention of going to 
Dijon. That was merely a device to 
get outside the yates, Once well 
awny from Paris, the big Rolls- 
Royce was turned north, and present- 
ly, by a series of minor stratagems 
and a stroke or two of good luck, 
we found ourselves on the hills above 
Meaux. 

Here the situation was plain ata 
glance. The fields all around were 
lijtered with the debris of a day-old 
battle. * Rifles, entrenching tools, bits 
of equipment, lay about the. roads, 
and here and there the dead bodies 
of many of those brave tiraiticurs 
who had marched gaily through Paris 
four days before. But the battle had 
been won. The Germans were al- 
ready three milcs away beyond the 
further ridge being pounded by 
French artillery beside us| on the 
hil, and the infantry could be seen 
through fleld-glasses going sténdily. 
forward. Down In the valley below, 
half-submerged in the river, lay 9 
limousine with the drowned bodies of 
three German ‘oflicers. It was ob- 
viously 2 patrol which had attempted 
a daring reconnaissance on the flank 
of the Allied Army, and had met its 
fite the night before trying to rejoin 
the German forces. The car had tried 
to cross the Marne by a bridge which 
had been blown up, and had plunged 
straight into the river, That little 
tragedy seemed to us to embody the 
failure of the whole German cum- 
palgn.

(1) The name and address of the 
sender should be stated on the 
envelope. 

Private correspondence should 
be conducted in English if pos- 
alble; the language should be 
plain, and the letters as clearly 
written and as brief as possible. 
Business correspondence should 
he conducted, if possible, in 
English, French or Chinese. 

If English is not employed,. the

Firma writing sbroad should 
not use stationery which shows 
a picture of their works. If 
employed on munitions, or other 
Government works, the fact 
should not be stated on the

_ pendence abroad. 

Firms and individuals should 
refuse to act as intermediarics 
or. agents for the receipt und 
transmission of postal corres- 
pondenge on behalf of persons 
in places nbroad. 

Failure to comply with these 
rules may Tend to the delay’ or re- 
turn of the correspondence.

THE FIRST BOMBS 

On the following day, about 6 
o'clock, a German acroplane appeared 
over the clty and dropped some 
bombs.

TENDER 
REUNIONS 
First Visitors’ Day At 
Internment Camp 


There were scenes of tender and 
grateful reunion at La Salle College 
yesterday when, for the: first time, 
the internment camp was opened to 
visitors. In the period from 5 to 6.30 
p.m. annroximately 200 visited the 
camp's 92 Inmates, 

There were about 50 clustered In- 
side the barbed wire fence by the 
tme the visiting perlod began and 
these were escot.!d up the college 
drive by guards. A dozen natlon- 
allties were reprssented in the crowd, 
for the wives, sisters, and children 
of the Internces were supported by 
Iriends of other nationalities, 

They became clustered [n the en- 
trance- hall as three officers rapidly 
Inspected the pareele they carried. 
These consisted of baskets, ports, 
brown-paper parcels, bundles of 
clothing, ond piles of marnazines and 
books. A few newrpnpers, which 
are forbidden, and alcoholic drinks 
were confiscated. 

Another period of congestion oc- 
curred on the floor above while the 
names and addresses of the visitors 
were taken, and then they were al- 
lowed to mect the inte: neces In the 
halls and dining room on the first 
floor, The process will be simplified 
on future occasions, the names afd 
addresses of most prospective visitors 
having now been taken, 


Fervent Reunions 


There were fervent reunions in the 
dining hall, suyytesting: that husbands 
and their wives ond families had 
been parted for months rather) thin 
for a few days: but there was no 
empty lomenting and there were 
more smiles than ter The women- 
folk were obviously ned to the 
inevitable, and the internees were 
appre tve of the sentle discipline 
of Commandant Major I, D. S. Gor- 
(lon and his men. 

There were reluctant — partings 
when the end of the visiting period 
was called at 6.80 p.m., many having 
been misled by the published notl- 
Neation that the period, would be 
from 5 to 7 p.m. The younger mar- 
ried .cquples hung back a Htle and 
Ingered over embraces that must 
suffice until Saturday. 

A routine for the internees was 
xed when the camp opened and is 
still in force. It allows them a cer- 
tain amount of freedom, which will 
probably be amplified as the camp 
becomes more settled. At present 
they rise al 7 aim. Roll call, by 
their numbers, is taken at 8.15 a.m. 
and breakfast follows. There is an 
inspection of their sleeping quarters 
at 10 a.m. and they are allowed out- 
door recrention from 11 to 12.30. At 
noon the Commandant henrs any 
complaints or suggestions they have 
to make, 

TiMn is at 12.30 and from then 
untl 4 p.m. the Internees keep to 
their dormitory, reading and playing: 
chess of cards. Though Aryan and 
non-Aryan sections have been form- 
ed the internees mix frely at this and 
at all other = thmes, There — Is 
another reereation period from 4.50 
to @ pm, when a last meal 
Js taken. The roll is called again at 
8B pam. and “light out’ is at 10.15. 


New Procedure To-day 


new order will begin at the 

to-day when internces will 
cook their own meals, In this res- 
pect they are fortunate to have in 
their number two young Hungarian 
cooks, a former Hongkong maitre 
@hotel, and a ‘cafe host. Under 
reasonable rations, the Hongkong & 
Shanghal Hotels will continue to 
provide plain, but ample food. The 
internees have already organised for 
all duties connected with the pre- 
Paration and service of their meals 
and the cleaning up afterwards, . 

From to-day the spacious school 
theatre, with Its stage and piano, will 
be made availablo to the internees, 
who tnclude many capable musicians. 
Yesterday n canteen was opened in 
the theatre, which will be “wet" 
from & to 5.45 p.m., beer belng the 
only alcoholic = drink available. 
Each internee will be allowed a limit 
of $10 a week from his confiscated 
resources for canteen purchases. 
The theatre can be used for _re- 
creation in wet weather. 

Internees are responsible for the 
cleanliness of the dormitory and of 
icir own belongings, Chinese labour 
not belng used for this purpose. A 
washroom where clothing hung dry- 
Ing fridicated yesterday that many of 
them had already been busy washing. 
Future Visiting Hours 


Visiting hours have now been 
fixed at from 6 to 5.30 p.m. on 
Wednesdays and Saturdays. Visitors 
arriving at the outside gate later 
than 5.30 p.m. are liable to be ree 
fused admission. At present. news- 
Papers may not be taken in, though 
thls ruling may eventually be re- 
Jaxed; nor may alcoholic drinks, in- 
cluding beer, be taken in, 

Persons outside are requested Rot 
to telephone to internces; onl 
exceptional cases will such calls ba be 
accepted. Internees will also 
permitted to make telephone
